INDIA is ihe land of birds, though 
the Indian birds do more talking 
than singing. I often wish we 
could get some of our European 
song birds into Ihe country-^ 1 lew 
larks, robins, blackbirds, thrushes, 
nightingales. Meanwhile, 1 often 
try to make out what the birds in 
our garden arc saying. They don-t 
talk English very well; some of 
them aft rather silent, otily talking 
by their actions, which, wc arc told, 
speak louder than words. 

The Prayer Bird 

The "Prayer" Bird— This bird's 
duty seems |o be lo call the others 
to morning prayers. Have you ever 
noticed that all the birds, before 
lliey begin their day'.*; work, or start 
their hunt for food, join each other 
in, (he wly morning in wbat-one. 
can only call a chorus of prayer and 
praise? If you listen, at eartydsy- 
brcak. vou will hear them all join in. 
If you have never done it before, 
begin to listen to them jn the early 
ntomiug. 

. Some arc on before the others, 
and almost invariably the first to 
lead ihe way in Simla is what I call 
the Prayer Bird. It seems to be an 
insignificant little thing, but it is, so 
to speak, the first to s*t on its 
knees i it never misses its morning 
knee-drilL I don't know how ihe 
other birds would get on without it. 
To me it seems to say:— 

Wafce «p, re birds, and quid* prepare; 

Tie. almost lime Tor morulas prayer! 
And it keeps on till they do wake up. 
Perhaps it ia the white leghorn cock 
in our compound, or the cuckoo 
down the valley, or the crow with 
his bass note, that starts the meet- 
ing of testimony to God's goodness. 
But soon hill and valley ring with 
their voices. 

It is not only the birds that seem 
to have this custom. If you arc 
travelling across the prairies in 
America, and arc up at the very 
break of day, you will see the 
prairie dogs come out of their holes, 
turn towards the rising iun, and 



join in what you may well ira&ffiM 
to be this same chorus of pra*""; 
and praise before they start on the 
duties of the day. 

What a lesson to us I Some or us 
do it, I know, and take advantage of 
the early morning hour, with its 
freshness and quietness, to get Into 
touch with God for the day's work. 

'"Beware! beware!" shrieks the 
ilina. "Take care! take care! 
screams its mate. We always know 
what is the matter: there is a cat in 
the garden. We can telUt without 
turning our heads to look. I' think, 
the Mints know we have got.a 
friendly feeling for them, and .are 
calling to us for our help. Certainly 
thev seem very grateful when we go 
out' and drive the intruder away. 

Can't we take a lesson from the. 
watchful Mins It is ever -on tfee ! 
loot out for its hereditary enemy, 
and it will not rest till the enemy-has ; 
been driven off— not by itself, but; 
by some stronger power which it 
has called to its assistance. 

Are We Watchful? 

Do wc watch -over one another's, 
souls as we should? Arcvre ready. 
to raise the alarm? Do we call-in 
Ihe heavenly powers to our assist- 
ance? Are we watchful enough over 
our own souls? How stealthy -are 
the approaches of the enemy of 
souls! When we are on the ground 
wc cannot see him, It is Only as wc 
keep above (bat we can mark bis 
approach, and give the timely warn- 
ing and call in the needed help. . 

The "Let-me-do-it" Bird— Tbatis 
a really charming bird; I have 
never heard it grumble once. How- 
ever disagreeable the task may be, I 
always hear it saying to its male, 
"Let me do it." Instead of stand-, 
ing by and looking on, or grousing, 
or saying it isn't his business, he 
seems eager to accept the most 
menial and difficult jobs* 

Wasn't this the lesson which 
Christ taught when He washed His 
disciples' feet?

His small start 
collects the revenue and settles disputes, and 
keeps. down crime, There arc 750,000 villages 
and fifty to a hundred are grouped together in 
an administrative township. 

"Then the police of the whole country is 
divided into .lianas, mjnutc police sub-divisions, 
and the man who manages the thanas is an 
Indian. 

'These townships arc grouped into 250 dis- 
tricts .iiid are managed by 700 British civilians, 
of thc-Indtnn Civil Service. These 700 represent 
British authority in ^hc country, There is in 
India a maximum of liberty and minimum of 
interference. India shows the wonderful capa- 
city of the British to manage an Oriental natiou. 

"In India there is the finest law system in the 
-world. They have all their law reduced into 
volumes. Every crime is registered and its appro- 
printc punishment so that a schoolhoy can 
understand it, .The whole thing is taken out of 
the lawyers' hands.

. correct, to change'; thus adding to 
regret, willingness to improve the 
psst, to correct the wrongs of the 
past, and to change the future as far 
as possible into one where repen- 
tance is Unnecessary. 

Then "Faith," that little word of 
five Letters, with its volumes of 
accomplishments E Again, two char- 
acters are employed, this time the 
.fame sound 111 a different loncr- 



difficulty; yea, will remove moun- 
tains! "Sincere 1 ' — with its depth of 
men 111 ng, is linked on to "heart- 
lifljpf." Not that the imagination is 
allowed to have play, not that the 
intelligence is carried, but that the 
heart is sincerely moved to action, 
and that action grasps the garments 
of God. May we all increase in this 
mighty Taith I 

The exercise of repentance and 
faith brings us to our third expres- 
sion, the blessing of Peace. The 
mandarin words for "Peace" are 
"P'ing-an." The first part contains 
the meaning, "even, level, aud tran- 
quil, 1 ' and the second part ,"quiet." 
"Even and level" — not fluctuating 
with the change of circumstances, 
not ruffled by eross-earrymg or 
burden-bearing; but a steady, con- 
tinual qniet. Storms, difficulties, 
and tumults may Come and rage, but 
the Peace of God which passcth all 
understanding is "even, level, tran- 
quil, and quiet." 

Will you join with me in praying 
that this wonderful people to whom 
arc presented such depths of mean- 
ing in these everyday words of the 
Christian's vocabulary, may also 
experience the many and varied 
blessings which come from the prac- 
tical knowledge of the experiences 
for which they stand.

A Warm Welcome 
A good Salvation war song, led hy 
Commissioner Richards, opened the 
i 'proceedings,' Mrs. Colonel McMil- 
lan prayed, the Chief Secretary read 
a. Scripture portion, and then Com- 
,missioner Richards, with whom was 
Mrs! Richards, gave the visitors n 
warm welcome, and introduced first 
Mrs. Booth-Tucker, who had a most 
interesting story to tell.

UNDER BRITISH RULE ■ 

THE benefits of British rule 
are being Strikingly demon- 
strated in those partd of 
Mesopotamia which hp.ve 
fallen, into our hands. It is 
true that the British "hold upon the 
country lias not yet become per- 
manent, but the improvement which 
has already taken place hafi been' 
very marked. 

The population has increased, and 
the people arc better off than they 
ever were before. Creeks have been 
bridged, roads have been built, elec- 
tric lights Itavc been installed, ttec-* 
trie trams have been brought into 
being, the river banks at Bagdad 
have been repaired, and the .Euph- 
rates is becoming navigable; while 
this year, for the first time in hun- 
dreds of years, there have been no 
pernicious iloods in Lower Mesopo- 
tamia. 

The British have also been busy 
building railways, and two lines have 
been run north, to tap an important 
sec Lion of the country in that direc- 
tion. Irrigation has been introduced, 
and already about 30,000 acres of 
marsh lands are covered with wheat 
fields, vegetable gardens, and dairy 
and poultry farms, which insure a 
proper Food supply for the British 
fortes, as well as for the native in- 
habitants. Under British rule tbis 
country could once again become 
the fertile, flourishing region it 
once was, and millions could live 
there in prosperity.

ACANAD1IAN sugar expert" 
assures the Toronto "Globe 1 ' 
that the present sugar shortage is 
only temporary, that a more or less 
adequate supply will be on hand by 
the first of the year, and that prices 
will come down as soon as the new 
crop can be brought in. 

The trouble experienced by many 
in their not being able to obtain suf- 
ficient supplies to carry them on, he 
says, lies in the alleged greediness 
of certain classes of the commuoity 
to get hold of too much and hoard 
it against a possible sugar famine 
which will not materialize, although 
a very ac'utc shortage will be felt for 
two months. The only way to mini- 
mize any difficulty is for the con- 
suming public to refrain from pur- 
chasing more sugar than they will 
need from time to time, eliminating 
any storage. If hoarding continues 
somebody will have to go short, and 
these people will be made to suffer 
through the Christmas season and 
until the end of the year.

EDISON'S PLAN 

THE proposal to convert more 
than a million ions of American 
sailing vessels into steamships has 
been made by Thomas A. Edison to 
the Shipping Board. 

Because of the peculiar construc- 
tion of sailing ships, it would be 
necessary, Mr. Edison said, to equip 
them wirh twin screws. Thus equip- 
ped their hulls would bear the 
strain better and at the same time 
they would develop considerably 
more speed than if carrying but a 
single propeller.

FIRST CEMENT SHIP 

AN innovation in ship-building is 
a cement boat which has recent- 
ly been completed at Montreal, It 
is 126 feet long, has a draft uf eleven 
feet, and will carry a cargo of about 
four hundred tons. The boat is built 
of strongly- reinforced concrete, and 
■gives every appearance of being a 
seaworthy, steady, reliable craft. 

The owners state that cement 
boats can. be built in seven to eight 
weeks, and at a nvich lower cost 
than cither wooden or steel vessels. 
If the venture proves successful it is 
probable tbat many similar boats 
will be constructed and put into 
service.

WHY A SHORTAGE? 

T L 1E condition of affairs, so far as 
the American continent is con- 
cerned, Is this: The cane sugar crop 
is exhausted, there is lots of sugar 
at Java, but there are no boats to 
bring it to the United. States and 
Canada. The new Cuban, British 
West Indies, and South American 
crops are not yet delivered, and_this 
is where the pinch' is felt. 

What has saved the situation to 
the present extent is the fact that 
the United States sugar beet grow- 
ers produced enough beets to make 
a million tons of beet sugar. This. 
it is claimed, is what is keeping, and 
will keep, the cnnsnmmg public go- 
ing until the other crops come in. 



BIGGER CROPS COMING 

SOME idea of what may be antici- 
pated for January Is gained 
from a knowledge of the crop re- 
tnrris for such countries as Cuba and 
the British West Indies, and what 
has happened there is probably what 
has happened elsewhere. 

The Cuban sugar crop — the one 
now exhausted— amounted to three 
million tons. Thts year it will be 
3,250,000 tons. The British West 
Indian crop amounted to 160,000 
tons; this year's crop will be 190,000 
tons. In these two sugar-growing 
countries alone there will be a net 
increase of 260,000 tons of sugar, 
and the possibility of getting. e^ttra 
amounts from other districts, 7 and 
the shipment of the Javan sugar to 
the United Kingdom tend to give 
the whole situation a different com-, 
pleoion. The greater development 
of sugar beet-growing in Canada 
would considerably help to ensure a 
constant supply of sugar.

.Cordially received, both the Com- 
missioner and his wife presented, in 
turn, fascinating accounts of the. 
varying aspects of Salvation Army ' 
activity in the land they have bo 
dearly loved to 'serve. The ground 
traversed comprehended the Crim- 
inal Work— the extraordinarily sue- . 
ccssful development of which .proves 
tt to be ah inspired solution to a' 
baffling problem of Statc^ — and ths 
various agencies in progress On be- 
half of the despised classes. . 

Mrs. Booth-Tucker avowed her 
deepened resolve to be an apostle to., 
the women, who, she believed, em- 
bodied the key to the situation, so 
far at least as the Criminal Tribes 
were concerned, on account of the 
influence exerted by the women over 
the men. 

There isn't one Criminal Tribe, de- 
clared Commissioner Booth-Tucker, 
which, dealt with on Salvation Army 
principles, cannot be reclaimed.. 
Habitualism in crime", as evidenced 
in these troublesome communities, 
was due, not to character, but to 
faulty conditions (Hear, hear:}, and 
hy taking the marauder in hand, 
when he was released from prison, 
and so removing the immediate 
necessity for him to return to his 
evil practices. The Army was break- 
ing, as it were, a vicious circle. 

Turning Towards Christ 

India, declared the Commissioner, 
13 wonderfully turning towards 
Christ. Hc described an open-air 
meeting attended by some 15,000. 
pcoptt, possibly one-half of them 
Hindus and Mohammedans, at 
which Holman Hunt's picture of 
the Saviour was spontaneously- 
applauded. 

_ln one noble and deeply-moving 
passage, the full power of which 
could only hc commuuicated 
through the light of his eye and the 
passion in his voice, Commissioner 
Booth-Tucker said that much as he 
had been privileged to achieve for 
the people of India, he often wished 
hc had done more. When he went . 
to receive judgment at the Last Day 
he feared to hc confrented with 
some oa the left hand, who might 
point an accusing finger at htm and 
say, "Wc might not have been here 
if you had gone a little further in 
your efforts to save us." 

Sir John Hewett made a, brief and 
cordial speech, in which he referred 
to the pleasure hc felt at being asso- 
ciated with Commissioner Booth- 
Tucker in the 6rst attempt that was 
made by The Salvation Army to deal . 
with the Criminal Tribes, and de-'- 
clared that when he saw the work of 
The Army, he realized how deficient' 
were the efforts of any Government 
official when compared with those 
righteous endeavours of Salvationist 
Officers, which were working; such 
■great success.
